Monnay, June 22.—( Continued ) 
Eveninea Sirtine. 
The convention re-assembled at Four o'clock. 

Jowrrr brought up the report of the 


committee appointed to consider the situation 
of the negro population of Upper Canada. It

ihe knowledge of this committee that, in the at- 


tempted surrender of persons so charged, human 
life has been sacrificed, do earnestly recommend 
to this convention to address her Majesty's aec- 
retary of state for the colonies, inquiring as far 
as he deems consistent with the public service, 
whether instructions have been sent to her Maj- 
esty’s represeniative in Canada so to act, in the 
event of any renewed application, as will prevent 
a colored fugitive from such surrender. 

“Aud whereas public provision has been 
made in the different districts of Upper Canada 
for the purpose of education, and schools have 


been invited by the lieutenant governor of the 
province; and whereas the odious, unchristian 
prejudice against color has operated most detri- 
mentally in frustrating the desires of the govern- 
ment by virtually excluding colored persons from 
these schools, this committee strongly recom- 
mend the convention to address the colonial 
minister, requesting that he would issue such 
instructions as may insure tothe colored popu- 
lation of Upper Canada the benefit and blessings 
of education in common with the white inhabi- 
tants of the province. 

* This committee also begs respectfully to 
sub:nit to this convention, that it is very desira-

The Crisis is Coming—Let it Come. 


At the next ecclesiastical anniversaries there 
will in all probability be an entire separation be- 
tween the northern and southern churches.— 
This remark may not apply to all of the denomi- 
nations. It will apply, we hope, to some. It is 
time-—full time—that the missionary cause 
should wash its hands of the blood of the slave.

Now, if pro-slavery men are 
notin the same danger, they seem desirous to 
retire, like the owl, to some dark retreat, where 
they will be secure from the dazzling of the sun.

He proceeded from St. Petersburg to the mouth 
of the river Kolyrna, where he spent one winter, 
and whence he started on the 22d of February, 
over the ice northward. He had nine sledges, | | 
draw each by twelve dogs—an indispensible |' 
animal in these regions—by which he was able 
to travel on the ice from sixty to one hundred 
miles a day. The loading of each sledge, con- 
sisting chiefly of provision for dogs and men, 
was about nine hundred pounds. ‘The thrilling 
incidents connected with these expeditions we 
cannot repeat. In doubling Cape Schelagskoi, 
they had to ascend icebergs ninety feet high, 
with great peril to the dogs. Their chief dan- 
gers were out in the sea, where the ice became 
thin, treacherous, and liable to be broken up by 
the winds, ‘The second journey was wholly on 
the sea. It commenced on the 26th of ‘March 
with twenty-two sledges and two hundred and 
forty dogs. They proceeded to the north about 
four hundred miles, and returned in about thirty 
six days. The third expedition was with five 
sledges and sixty dogs. They penetrated further 
than before, to lat. 72, and discovered no land, 
although they were allured with the prospect of 
it for several days. They were absent fifty sev- 
en.days, and traveled more than nine hundred 
miles. 

The fourth attempt was made from Cape 
Schelagskoi, whence they traveled easterly thir- 
ty five miles, and reachd a small island, which 
they named Schalarow. They left this island 
on the 13th of March, proceeded northward, un 
til on the 14th their course was impeded by rug- 
ged hummocks of ice, through which, and other 
obstructions, they worked their way, until they 
arrived at an immense break in the water, which 
was more than one hundred and fifty fathoms 
across. From a lofty ice hill, they saw the wide 
ocean, and as farther progress was impossible, 
they returned. Who does not wish that a no- 
ble steamboat could then and there™have been 
ready to bear them triumphantly through those 
polar regions. The discovery of the northwest 
passage, and of the North pole itself, is rendered 
we think probable and certain to some future 
navigator, by the voyages both of Captain Parry 
and the explorations of Baron Van Wrangell. 
The London Quarterly Review, on which we 
are dependent for these statements, urges the 
enterprise upon Great Britain. It is, indeed, a 
post of honor yet in reserve to be contested be- 
tween the nations, first to lift the flag of posses- 
sion on the Pole itself. To us, it appears an 
object worthy of American enterprise, and which 
we should not willingly suffer to pass into the 
hands of any other power,
